London. Dec 30.— A dcspntcli to the 
Central News from Berlin says: It is 
believed to bo certain here thnt an ul- 
timatum will l>e issued within three 
tlnys and that an attack on Venezuela 
will follow directly after. In addition 
to the Vinetn and the (Talk, the train- 
ing ships, and the cruiser Geier have 
been ordered to LuGuniru. in the 
meanwhile, I nm officially assured thai 
German charge d'affaires lias nol 
left Caracns, and that diplomatic rela- 
tions have not yet been broken off. The 
pour purlers continue. An agreement 
lias been reached between Germany am 
the United States in regard to the Ger- 
inan course of action in Venezuela. 

London, Dee. 30, — Commenting on the 
London Times' statement from Wash- 
ington, that persons of considerable im- 
portance in olllcinl circles there profess 
to believe that war between the United 
States and Germany is inevitable, the 
St. .Tallies Gazette, though it docs nol 
believe that such a disaster will be ol- 
loweil to occur over a dispute in regard 
to the debts of Venezuela to Germany, 
says that if it does, there can be no 
doubt that tinglish sympathies will be 
with America. At the same time the St. 
.Tames Gazette expresses the hope thai 
the United States will not allow such 
sfntes as Venezuela to gain the impres- 
sion that they can reckon on the protec- 
tion of Monroeism if they choose to re- 
pudiate their obligations to Europe.

Trail. Dec. 28.— (Special)— Mr. W. II. 
Aldridge has just returned from an ex- 
tended eastern trip, and states that the 
Canadian Smelting works will proceed 
at. once with the construction of a re- 
linery at Trail of suiUcient capacity to 
handle the present bullion output of the 
country. The plant will be to a certain 
extent experimental, but as soou as it is 
shown that BUtlioieiit bullion can lie ob- 
tained to insure its becoming a commer- 
cial success, it will be enlarged and ex- 
tended, or possibly another plant will be 
built at Kelson or on the Const. 

Mr. Aldridge says that all of the metal 
markets have been most unsatisfactory 
to miners, smelters ami refiners. The 
till; in lend ami silver has affected the 
receipts of some of the Ivootenay leail- 
-ilvcr mines id the extent of $000,000 
annually, comparing the quotations for 
these metals in .la unary with those at 
the present time. The smelters have al- 
so lust heavily, in buying and selling 
on a fulling market, it requiring on an 
average of from four to live month* for 
the smelters to realize upon metals pur- 
chased, from the lime the ere has been 
bought from the mines. 
The decline in metal prices since the 
inning of the year has been ap- 



proximately as follows: 

Copper, from 17',j cents to 12Vi rents 
per pound. 

London lead, from £18 to £10, and sil- 
ver from (.1- cents to 51 cents per ounce. 

The railways and smelters are thor- 
oughly alive to the situation, and while 
London lead is ut present prices will 
join in making a reduction lor the enm- 
iug year in freight and treatment 
charges, on clean lead ores, of $4 tier 
Ion. The smelters are willing to re- 
duce their charges, providing they can 
be relieved from the danger of incurring 
further losses due to decline in metals, 
ami ns it is generally conceded 1h it t.he 
present prices of metals have nearly 
reached bottom, it would seem entirely 
fair to the mines to make the change 
at this time.

Lancaster, I 
rainfall has been continuous in this sec- 
tion since last evening. All the streams 
in tin- county are swollen greatly be- 
yond their volume and Conestoga creek 
has overflowed its banks to an extent un- 
known in recent years. The bridge 
crossing this stream at Engieside is 
threatened with destruction and traffic 
on tlie Lancastev-Strasluirg railway, of 
which the bridge is a link, has been 
suspended. The bridge has begun to 
move and it it; believed will be washed 
away. It was erected 75 years a_'o. 
High water at the plant of the Lancas- 
ter Electric (Light company, at Unci; 
Hili, on the iConestoga, affected the sys- 
tem am! sections of the city are in dark- 
■ss tonight. 

The Susquehnnnn river is rising rapid- 
ly. At Safe Harbor, win-re the Cones- 
i empties, the rise in the river is at 
the rate of six inches nn hour. Th'! 

■ks of tiie Port Deposit & Columbia 
railroad nt this port are submerged and 
much apprehension is felt for property 
on low-lying ground. At Bald Friar, 
further down the river, a landslide lias 
occurred, covering the tracks at Colum- 
bia and Marietta. The river has not 
yet risen sufficiently to cause alarm. 
IN EASTERN TENNESSEE. 
Knoxville, Tenn.. Dec 29.— Incessant 
rain has fallen the past -IS hours 
throughout East Tennessee, and threat- 
ens to do more damage to eroperty than 
the disastrous Hood of lasl May, when 
ight lives were lost and fully $2,000,- 
(MH) damage done to railroad and farm- 
ing property. 

The Southern railway has annulled all 
trains between this city and Nashville 
on account of washed-out tracks be- 
tween Newport and Itankin. All through 
traffic and mail will be handled over the 
Norfolk & Western. It will be impos- 
sible for tie- Southern to handle trains 
east, via Asheville, until tomorrow at 
least, and probably linger, for rain is 
still falling. The Tennessee river is 
Hearing tin? 30-fool mark at this point, 
witli indications that it will reach -In 
feet and do heavy daniase. 
HIGH WATER AT PITTSBURG. 
Pittsburg. Pa., Dec. 29.— Heavy ruins 
for 30 hours here ami at all headwater 
points on both rivers has produced a 
condition which will result in what rutty 
be called a Hood stage in the Ohio river 
by tomorrow, when at leas; 20 feet is 
predicted. Timely warning by the 
weather bureau will be the means of 
saving much property anil only tempor- 
ary inconvenience is expected by inter- 
ests n lou i! the river fronts. 

At midnight the marks a! Davis isl- 
and dam showed 14 feel and rising at 
the rate of four-tenths of a foot nn 
hour. Both the Allegheny and Monon- 
gahela rivers are still rising. 

LANDSLIDE UN (VIRGINIA. 
Lynchburg, Ya.. 'Dec. 20. — A land- 
slide ou the Chesapeake & Ohio rail- 
road, near Rett sons station, live miles 
south of Lynchburg. .lames river branch, 
today caused a wreck in which the en- 
gineer, conductor and. baggageman of a 
passenger train were willed and several 
other persons injured, but none of them 
seriously. The slide was caused by 
washouts, ilue to the heavy rains. 

Early reports said that 10 or 12 pas- 
sengers had been killed, but it is now 
slated that the passengers got out of 
the way just in time to escape the land- 
slide when it crashed down over the 
(lacks. The accident occurred between 
7 and 7:30 o'clock in the evening. 

The inline of the conductor who was 
killed was Capt. Whftakor, and that of 
the engineer Fisher . Express Messen- 
ger Shannon is missing, and it is be- 
lieved that lie was drowned, the water 
being very high about the scene of the 
wreck. The 'fireman, it. is said, was not 
killed and his injuries are not likely to 
prove fatal. A message from Iteusens 
says the dead will not number more 
than four or 'live. 

Several passengers from the scene of 
the wreck say that probably one or two 
passengers are buried under the debris 
caused by the slide, but no names van 
he ascertained of any passengers known 
to be missing. The train to which the 
mishap occurred was known us No. 7. 
It left Lynchburg behind schedule time 
and consisted of an engine, tender, bag- 
gage car and one passenger car, which 
was pretty well filled with travelers. 

It is stilted that the train had run in- 
to a rock slide without damage, and the 
trainmen and some of the passengers 
had succeeded in pushing the passenger 
ear hack from unle'r the cliff. They 
were trying to do the same thing for th* 
baggage ear when n second heavy slide 
cuinc down. The car was overturned, 
and Thompson, Fisher and Shannon 
were crushed. Conductor Whittftlcar 
wn s knocked into the river and drown- 
ed. His- body lias not been recovered. 
A shoiit of warning as the second slide- 
came enabled most of those who were 
in danger to escape without injury. 
Fears are expressed that, one or more 
passengers may have been caught, but 
so far its can be lennied none m liliown 
to be "missing.

Washington, Dec. 2!).— I; i s expected 
that efforts will be renewed before long 
for the settlement of numerous contro- 
versies which have Ion- existed between 
the United States and Great Britain, 
growing out of relations along the Can- 
adian border, (he Atlantic fisheries, 
warships on the Great Lakes, the Alas- 
kan boundary and other questions. 
Heretofore the negotiations designed to 
secure a Settlement of the matters re- 
havo not proved effective, largely 
because of the cumbersome machinery 
of negotiation, and this has led to a be- 
lief that much more could be accom- 
plished by direct negotiations between 
retary Hay and Lord Paniicefote, on 
main points, and the subsequent as- 
sembling of a commission representing 
the Dnited States, Great .Britain and 
•Canada, to give form to the basis of the 
agreement rendered. _ The British au- 
thorities have ordered for some timo 
that when the Isthmian canal treaty 
was once disposed of . there would be a 
renewal of the efforts to adjust the Alas- 
kan boundary nnd other pending ques- 
tions, the cniml treaty being regarded ai 
one of many pending issues. 
Now that the British govern m nt has 
elded the Clnyton-Bulwor treaty and 
ner points in the Isthmian negotiations 
desires to take up sonic oi the o!ii*r 
questions in which they have important 
interests involved. 
LOUD PAUNCEPOTE'S DESIRE. 
Lord Pnuneefote desires to clear up all 
pending differences and have ,"a 'clean 
slate" before his present term ns am- 
bassador comes to a close. When he 
came to Washington there were four 
great issues between the two govern- 
ments. The first of these was the Behr- 
sen question, which had reached an 
acute stage. The diplomats disposed of 
this question. The next was over Ven- 
ezuela, which, like the seal question, at 
one time threatened war. But the ef- 
forts of diplomacy were again success- 
ful in averting trouble and bringing 
about a settlement. The third impor- 
tant issue was on the Isthmian canal, 
which has been satisfactorily disposed 
of by the recent Hay-Pauneefote treaty. 

This Ienves only ope issue remaining 
in order to bring about "a clean slate," 
namely, the fhnrdor controversy, both as 
to Canada and Alaska. The British of- 
ficials usually link these various bound- 
ary controversies together, as they ar>; 
more or less connected. At present a 
modus vivendi exists as to the Alaskan 
boundary question, chiefly for the pur- 
pose of avoiding a clash along the border 
and holding each side in check until a 
final boundary is determined upon, tl 
seems to bo conceded on both sides that 
the modus cannot be carried on indefin- 
itely, and that sooner or later the ques- 
tion of establishing a permanent bound- 
ary must be settled. 'Lord Lnnsdowne's 
desire to take up the question was ex- 
pressed clearly in his note to Secretary 
Hay last spring, when the British gov- 
ernment declined f> accept the senate 
.-iinendnieiit in the first Ilay-Pauncefola- 
treaty. 

WrSII AGAIN EXPRESSED. 
Recently Lord Uausdowne again has 
expressed in speeches the need of tak- 
ing uii the Alnskan boundary question. 
These declarations by the head of the 
British foreign service, together with 
tin- well-known wish of Lord Pauhccfote 
to clear away all pending differences be- 
tween the two countries, doubtless will 
lead lo the formal exchanges necessary 
tn an adjustment. Just what steps will 
he adopted are not disclosed, font it 
seems likely that direct negotiations and 
tlie subsequent assemblage of a com- 
mission will commend itself to the pur- 
tics concerned as the most favorable pro- 
cedure. 

The border issues, outside of that re- 
lating to Alaska, are those which long 
have existed ami have created more or 
less friction. The joint high commission 
which assembled some time ago practic- 
ally disposed of these lesser issues, but 
the deadlock on Alaska prevented th » 
treaty covering these and other points of 
agreement. With the disposal of (h« 
Alaska boundary, therefore, it is felt 
that the way would bo clear to dispose 
id' the controversies. The reciprocity 
question, which is among those former- 
ly considered, is not likely to he taken 
up in this connection, as Canada desires 
to make it the subject of separate nego- 
tiation. The Atlantic fisheries question 
aiso may be the subject of separate ne- 
gotiations.

TO PEKIN 



Preparations For the Reception 
of Emperor and Empress 
Are Complete. 



Pckii>., Dec. 29. — A party of Manchu 
princes, including Priivec Su, collector of 
taxes on goods entering 1'ekin, started 
Saturday to meet the Chinese • coart. 
il'rtneo Su intends to press his claim to 
be sent n< an envoy to Great Britain 
upon the occasion of the coronation of 
■King Edward. 

The Dowager Empress is making vig- 
orous efforts to assert herself before the 
Chinese populace, with a view to renew- 
ing the prestige lost by her during ilje 
hist few years. , 

The programme for the court's return 
to Pekin provides that the Emperor shall 
precede the Dowager Empress to this 
city iu order that he may be enabled to 
meet the Dowager Empress with great 
honors at the station when she arrives. 

The ministers of the foreign powers at 
1'ekin have agreed that when the Chi- 
nese court returns here, if they are 
'merely invited to dine with the 'suilg- 
li-yanien as heretofore, instead of with 
the Chinese L'hnperor in the palace, as 
was recently stipulated, they will all 
refuse the invitation. 

Two thousand additional Chinese, 
troops entered Pekin last Friday.

New Steamers 
For Sound Run 



Puget Sound Navigation Com, 
pany Building Vessels to 
Run to Victoria. 



Five Steamers Will Be Bulit- 
Cottage City Back From 
the North. 



Another strainer will be placed on the 
Victoria-Seattle route ami the Gurluuil 
will have opposition on the Victoria- 
Port Angeles run. The Puget Sound 
Navigation Company is to biiiM five new 
steamers. They will cost in the aggre- 
gate not less than $300,0(10. The plans, 
which are already drawn, provide for 
vessels of the same general type of the 
steamer Kosalie, which is now owned 
and operated by the Puget Sound iNavi- 
gation company .between Seattle and 
Victoria, tine is to be 50 feet longer, 
or 200 feet in length, than the Rosalie, 
and will be operated on the Victoria run 
in conjunction with the latter vessel, 
thus doubling the company's Seattle- 
Victoria service. This vessel wiH have 
a -10-foot beam, and as with all of the 
rest bo supplied with triple expansion 
engines and up-to-date machinery, hnv- ! 
ing a guaranteed speed of 15 statute 
utiles an hour. 

For the Neah bay run almost a dupli- 
cate of the Rosalie lias been planned, 
She will be of the same length, 100 feet, 
128 feet beam, but equipped with still 
better machinery than the -Rosalie. Her 
guaranteed speed is 13 land miles per 
hour. The other three vessels are to 
bo each 115 feet in length 22 feet beam 
and nine feet eight inches depth of hold. 
Their guaranteed speed is 'also 13 miles 
an honr. .Money will not be spared in 
order to obtain the rapid construction 
of the vessels. It is hoped to have nil 
live in commission before the close of 
next summer. 

The contract awarded the Puget Sound 
Navigation company involves four dis- 
tinct mail runs. They are known as the 
Neah bay, Port Angeles, Port. Town- 
send and island. The Neah bay takes 
in as principal mail points Port Town- 
send, 'Port Williams. Dungeness, Vic- 
toria, Clallam, Port Crescent and Neah 
bay. On the Porf ngcles run are the 
principal towns of Victoria, Port An- 
geles, Port Williams, Dungeness and 
/Port Torwnsend. Port .Madison, Port 
(Jumble, Port Ludlow, Kingston and 
Port Townsend are the principal mail 
ports of call on the Port Townsend run. 
The island run takes in all of the t-rin- 
eipal ports on the San Juan islands. 



OOTTAGiB CITY ARRIVES. 

Encountered Heavy Storm on Saturday 
Night in Mi'.lbuuk Sound. 

Steamer Cottage City returned from 
the Xorth yesterday, a day late on her 
voyage from Alaskan ports. Although 
she did not encounter the heavy gale of 
Christmas night, which evidently did 
not extend north of Fitzhugh sound, 
the Alaskan liner encountered a heavy 
storm on Saturday night when crossing 
Millbnnk sound and she had to put in to 
Carter bay for shelter, and lay there 
all night with two anchors down. The 
Cottage City brought no news of any 
wreck or of any overdue or distressed 
craft. When she left Juneau no fur- 
ther report had been received of the 
long overdue steamer Discovery for 
•which fears are entertained. The Dis- 
covery is two months' overdue on her 
voyage from Dutch harbor to Juneau. 
The steamer brought about 50 passen- 
gers, a few of whom were from Dawson. 
'The passengers from the inside report 
tJint the trail is now in good "condition 
and stages arc- running regularly. Travel 
is light, however, on the Yukon trnii, 
the number of people going in and out 
not being as large as at the same time 
last year. Busiupss in Dawson is said 
tp be dull. Winter mining is in pro- 
gress on some of the creeks, but not to 
as great an extent as last winter. 

Per. Mr. MeOoii died of asphyxiation 
at Dawson. December fi. His death was 
due to the escape of gas from a small 
gasoline engine. 

T. Ij. Rutherford, n Dawson passen- 
ger, says the Canadian Development 
company's stages are now in regular 
operation oil Hie Yukon, making good 
connections with the White Pass rail- 
road, thus enabling passengers to make a 
continuous trip either way between 
Seattle and Dawson. 

The jury in the Bird murder case re- 
tired for deliberation the day the Seat- 
tle left Juneau, December 2-1. The trial 
was begun about two weeks ago at 
Juneau. 



OLOlifi SEA-GOiNG SHIPS. 

Insurance Companies Recognise Ship- 
ping Importance of 'lhis Coast. 

"The growth of deep-sea shipping in 
Xorth Pacific ports," said >>. W« a ™; 
a London marine insurance man, In an 
interview given to the Seattle Poat-Ia- 
teKigcncer, "has become of Mich im- 
portance as to claim the attention of 
business men in all parts of the world. 
Onlv a 'few vears ago Washington and 
Oregon navigation business was only lo- 
cal and coastwise. Occasionally a deep- 
water tramp bottom would make one of 
the larger ports. 

"In our line of business, marine in- 
surance on ocean-going steamers, we 
have been forced to recognize -Seattle, 
Victoria, Portland and Taeoma s ship- 
ping by its great growth. This increase, 
amounting to so 'much, in such a short 
number of years, is of great promise for 
the future of coast cities. 

"In talking with shipping men from 
both coasts, I have heard many opinions 
of the maritime commerce in Pacific 
IMirts. In nearly every case their opin- 
ion is ihigbly favorable. A future busi- 
ness of great proportions is a general 
prediction."

Two More Denths Reported- 
New Sawmill at Coal Harbor 
—Gold Discovered. 



VAUJUAiBLB I X VRXTIOXS. 

New Life 'Saving Buoy and Plan for 
Coaling at -Sea. 

Peter IT. Peterson, formerly of Jun- 
eau, has . invented a "inarine-ship-flng 
and life-saving buoy," on which he has 
applied for a patent. He claims that 
■the buoy will point out and indicate the 
exact locality where a vessel may have 
gone to the bottom, and will at the same 
time raise a flag on the buoy. It may 
also be used, it .is claimed, as a life- 
saving device. In addition, the cable 
•attachment, it is said, will be of im- 
portant use to stranded vessels as a 
cable can lie taken ti a lee shore when 
all other methods fail to accomplish the 
result. 7"bo buoy .is to be placed on the 
hurricane deck of a vessel nnd is to carry 
a cable that is attached to each deck. 
. so that, if the ship goes to pieces/it will 
"till remain fast to some part. 

Mr. Peterson is also the inventor of a 
•plan for coaling at sea 'which he lins 
offered te the government. By it, it is 
claimed, cargoes- can be exchanged at 
sea in all kinds of weather while the 
vessels are at half opeed, and. in ease 
of emergency, at full speed. 'Mr. Pet- 
erson has not yet received a reply from 
his offer. 



The lire on the Shinano Mnru has been 
extinguished. At daybreak Sunday not 
a vestige of the smoldering embers, 
which for a week threatened the de- 
struction of the ship, remained. The 
ship is not injured iu the least, though 
the damage to her cargo and loss of 
business through the delay in the voyage 
cannot be told in short of six figures. It 
will be difficult to estimate, those in 
charge of the work say, the exact dam- 
age* to the cargo. Some think it may 
reach $100,000. 

The subduing of tin' Shinano lire has 
been a troublesome task. It was ac- 
complished only through the tireless ef- 
forts of Capt. W. II. Cope, commander 
the vessel, aided by the crew, a force 
of longshoremen and the fireboat Sno- 
liinluiie. The suspense under which 
Capt. (.'ope labored from the discovery 
the lire at 1 1 :.'!0 o'clock, December 
. until he reached Port Townsend, was 
very great. Throughout the return vo.v- 
' the Shinano. so far ns her officers 
knew, was liable to burst into names 
any moment, a catastrophe which would 
have meant the certain death of nearly 
'J00 people and tin.' loss of the ship and 
>r $500,000 cargo. 

Beyond the fact that it seemed certain 
that the origin of the fire was in Xo. J 
or the forward hold of the ship, those 
making the battle against the names had 
nothing to guicje them. They were con- 
fronted with a bliniFng aud at times 
stilling smoke, which rendered the work 
of removing the cotton bales difficult in 
the extreme. The deeper down into the 
hold they delved the thicker the smoke. 

During Saturday's operations a groat 
blaze burst forth as a hale of , cotton was 
hoisted out, and for a moment threaten- 
ed to envelop the ship. Water was 
quickly turned on. and in a few mo- 
ments i; hail been extinguished. I. ale 
Saturday night the seat of the fire was 
located. It was found in bali-s of cot- 
ton beneath a layer of long structural 
iron posts and 1 1 feet down in the be- 
tween-deck space of the forward hold. 
The Snoqualmio turned on a stream 
promptly, and within a few minutes' 
every vestige of the lire disappeared. 
Meanwhile more than 1.000 bales of 
cottoji, all more or less damaged either 
by Inc. smoke, steam or water, had 
been removed, as also large quantities of 
structural steel, machinery and general 
I freight. There is still a small shipload 
of freighl in the forward hold. Of cot- 
ton alone it contained 1,(101) bases. 
■.Mingled with this are large consign- 
ments of structural steel, machinery nnd 
general freight. Scores of the bales of 
cotton were hoisted from th" vessel. 

Keen rolling the bales in the sand did 
not always prove an effective method of 
smothering the lire, which in mimy in- 
stances had eaten its way into the heart 
of the bale. Ii had bored a veritable 
auger-hole of lire in some. While cot- 
ton is highly in fin in i» able, where it is 
closely pressed or pucKed experience has 
shown that it often burns slowly. This 
was especially tree of the Shinano dis- 
aster. 

About 000 bales remain in the forward 
hold, which will be removed today, ns 
also the rest of the freight in that" part 
of the vessel. All structural steel, ma- 
chinery and hardware is being lightered 
to scows. With the freight removed, a 
survey of Xo. 1 hold is to be made. As 
soon as this is completed it will bo re- 
filled with the freight in Xo. 2 hold, pro- 
vided that cargo is found uninjured. 

The Shinano, those iu charge of the 
work believe, will be ready to sail again 
by Thursday or Friday. 



Vancouver, B. C, Dec. ,'!0. — (Special 
Correspondence. — Another death has 
been reported as indirectly due to the 
storm. liobt. Vuile walked from West- 
minster to Lulu island to see a friend 
and about 8 in the evening on Christinas 
day started to walk home. Being tired 
he had fallen asleep in a field, the con- 
viviality of the day made his sleep sound. 
T8he storm came up bin he slumbered 
on, passing from his natural sleep to 
the sleep that knows no waking. 

Another fatality, resulting from the 
storm, was that of the sudden death of 
•Mr. Geo. Clarke, who was killed at 
'Sechelt by the falling of a tree blown 
down by the wind. The tree crashed 
into the. shack where Mr. Clarke was 
sleeping. It is thought that he was 
killed while he slept

The mill will be built by the Pacific 
Coast Lumber company, in which .1. 
( 1. Scott and Theo. Ladgate are stock- 
holders. The mill, it is .said, will Le 
one of the largest on the coast, having a' 
deep water frontage of IKK) feet. This 
frontage will be obtained by wharves, 
being built out to deep water. The niu- 
c'„i;;,-ry has been ordered from the Will. 
Hamilton Manufacturing company and 
will cost over $48,000. Xeedless to say 
the machinery will be the most modern 
in the market. Contractor Charles Cates 
has a pile driver and piles on the ground 
and commenced drivjig piles today. 

Cold bearing quartz has been discover- 
ed within a short distance of Vancouver. 
The vein is said to be four feet wide on 
the surface, and where uncovered is 
studded with free gold and sylvanite. 
The exact whereabouts of the' lintl is 
being kept .secret. Very rich specimens 
are on exhibition at the Leland hotel.

The year which closes today has ii 
many respects been notable, but to till 
'Itritish people it will always occupy a 
conspicuous place in national annals, 
fcccause it witnessed the death of that 
great and beloved lady, who for so nu:ny 
years wielded the sceptre of these 
Malms. Time passes so quickly that 
one hardly realizes that in a few weeks 
-we shall write '2 Edward VII., but it 
is true that nearly a year has passed 
since the great Queen passed to her rest. 

well-adjusted are all the parts of 
the political iruwhiuery of the Empire, 
that the Crown passed from Victoria to 
■Mthvurd without the slightest friction 
having been occasioned, and none will 
deny that her sound common-sense and 
thorough appreciation of constitutional 
principles did more than any other one 
agency to make such a thing possible, 

The assassination 'it' President Jit- 
Kinley casts a ghastly shadow over a 
year in other respects Irriglit with much 
that is full of lop,, and promise for 
■immunity. In the most ancient of exist- 
ing empires dentil claimed a conspicuous 
victim in the person of Li Hung Chang, 
who for so long H time has stood to the 
Occident as the representative <>( the 
genius of China. It would be difficult 
to select a year in which three persons 
as closely in touch with the sentiments 
of their respective countries ami with 
world-politics as Victoria. MeKinley 
;unt [.hilling Chang were tnkeii from the 
field by their labors. 

•The tour ol' the British royalties was 
of itself sufficient to make the year 
memorable as far as the Empire is 
concerned, and is worthy of more gen- 
eral reference, because it atlords evi- 
dence of an increasing disposition on the 
part el' reigning families to participate 
in tin- actual work of government. We 
do not care to generalize from insufli- 
cicut data, bill one m it'll t ho excused 
for supposing that the trend of events J 
in 1!H)1 ha- not been towards the exal- 
Ution of the Democracy, but rather in 
the other direction. In the L'ntted 
States die augment ntion of the powers 
of combined capital has been notable 
and the year has been lather disastrous 
for labor combinations, A feature of 
the year, which will have far-reaching 
effects, is tie- beginning of an attempt 
io deal Internationally wit.h Anarchists 
and Nihilists. This taken in connection 
with the movement a hove referred to 
may have a far mure profound effect 
•upon social and political conditions than 
may 'he at present apparent. Imperial- 
ism, ill more senses than one, appears 
to be in the ascendant. 

■It has been II year of war clouds. 
South Africa and the Philippines have 
lieeu enveloped in them, although they 
are growing lighter in both cases. They 
have been temporarily lifted from China, 
'(ml only temporarily. They have hov- 
ered for months nil over Western South 
Aancrica. Their shadow has fallen upon 
Turkey, Persia and Franco, The year 
closes with storm signals up in more than 
one locality. Those who expected the 
'Millennium in the Twentieth Century, 
will receive ilittle encouragement from 
tbe record of 1001. 

iSo far as we, who stand near at hand, 
can Judge, the most far-reaching achieve- 
luciit of the year was the successful 



Too Monroe Doctrine, us originally 
laid down, was something to which no 
reasonable exception could be taken. 
It was in effect that the American Con- 
tinent was no longer a theatre for con- 
quest by European powers, but that 
the several nations between whom the 
area was divided were to lie left free to 

choose their own form of government. 
President Monroe did not declare that 
no European nation should thereafter 
acquire territorial rights in America, 
but only that the United States would 
regard "as nil unfriendly act" any at- 
tempt by any power to impose a gov- 
ernment upon any of the people of the 
New World "without their consent." 
There would ho nothing inconsistent 
with such a declaration in the assump- 
tion by Ciernutllj' of, for example, tho 
sovereignty over Brazil, provided the 
people of Brazil so desired. President 
Monroe did not contemplate setting up 
his country as tho guardian of or sihju- 
sor for the several republics of Central 
and South America, die did not take 
those countries under the protection of 
the Puked States. It was not con- 
corned about their welfare -which 
prompted hhn, but a desire to protect 
his own country from tho schemes of 
the illoly Alliance, the step having been 
taken at the suggestion and with the 
■promise of the support of Great Britain. 
Wo remind Colonist readers of these 
things because more than one cloud is 
apparent in the foreign relations of the 
South American countries, which may 
easily develop into 11 serious storm in- 
volving iBuropenu powers. 

During the Venezuelan dispute an ex- 
aggerated Interpretation was put on 
President Monroe's declaration by the 
press and public men of the United 
States, which was supported to some ex- 
tent by the truculent language employed 
by Mr. Cleveland, but President McKin- 
ley showed that he was more reasonable 
in his ideas, ami we fancy that a level- 
headed man, like President Roosevelt, 
is unlikely to he carried away by ex- 
treme views upon a question involving 
such grave responsibilities. Moreover 
there must, he two parties to such an 
arrangement as the American .lingoes 
would iike to see carried into effect. 
They would have the Pnitrd States as- 
sume, to nil intents and purposes, th« 
control of the foreign relations of every 
country on this Continent, bur before 
thin could be done, each of the countries 
would have to consent to the assump- 
tion, and such evidence as is available 
is to the effect that consent would uot 
be given. Indeed Chili litis very em- 
phatically declared that she does not 
propose to tolerate interference in her 
affairs, as a matter of right, by any 
nation whatever. This declaration was 
made some five or six years ago and took 
the form of h suggestion to the oilier re- 
publics of South America that they 
should take joint action to prevent any 
interference on the part of the United 
States, inconsistent with the fact thai 
they nre free and independent govern- 
ments. 

Renders should remember that the 
Monroe Doctrine is not an article of In- 
ternational .Law nor the outcome of any 
treaty. It has never been assented to by 
any other government than that which 
propounded it, ul'hough fSreat Britain 
not on'.y proposed it, but may be taken 
to have tacitly acquiesced in it. Even 
the United Slates itself is not commit- 
ted to any application of it to any ques- 
tion which does not involve territornl 
acquisition on this Continent by n Euro- 
pean power, 



in acting to put an end to conditions 
which he Iliad, by his own unwarranted 
interference in public affairs, precipitat- 
ed, lie had forced tho Semlin ministry 
•upon the people, and we thought it was 
his duty to relieve the province of it. 
Nothing of this kincUexists today. There 
is no political tumult In the Province; 
there is no administrative scandal. Af- 
fairs nro proceeding in tho customary 
way and business is not suffering. Under 
these circumstances, there is no occa- 
sion for any extraordinary course to be 
taken by tho Lieutenant-Governor. Mat- 
ters may be safely left to the ordinary 
processes of parliamentary action. 

iMr. Biggins asks if there is anything 
indecent or unconstitutional in the re- 
quest by the Opposition for the imme- 
diate filling Of tho vacancies in the 
Executive Council, and the early session 
of the house. Certainly there is not. 
The Opposition have the right to ask 
whatever they think the country 
quires, but it is for the Government to 
say how far their request shall be coin- 
plied with. Mr. Higgins would have the 
Lieutenant-Governor take advise from 
the Opposition, but lie surely knows if 
His Honor did this, it would be equival- 
ent to the dismissal of his ministry. He 
seems to be unable to distinguish be- 
tween the arguments which a political 
party may address to public opinion and 
the constitutional obligations devolving 
upon the representative of the Crown. 




'PI HO BODWKI.L FA I! MS. 

The Colonist on Sunday called atten- 
tion to the statements made by 'Mr. Bod- 
well In his speech regarding the extent 
and possibilities of farming in British 
Oohinibia for tho purpose of exposing 
his claims to superior statesmanship und 
"comprehensive policy." These are, us 
will he seen, founded, not nil any ex- 
tensive knowledge of the country, but 
on an ability to frame high sounding 
periods. A man who knows so little 
about the material resources of this 
country as to base a policy on its capac- 
ity to support a population of 2,500,000 
farmers with 100 acres each, is scarcely 
the man to inspire confidence in his 
ability to administer the affairs of the 
province at this particular juncture. 
Having no practical knowledge of the 
subjects he discussed he is purely a 
theorist, ami his optimistic talk about 
the future in which, with the wand of 
a magician, he is to transform the whole 
face of nature, is not more edifying 
than If he promised his audience the 
moon in ilIC its celestial glory. If our 
readers will take the trouble to peruse 
his speech from begJiuinc to end they 
will not find one practical suggestion 
that has not been borrowed from the 
government's policy or the Colonist's 
columns. When a man undertakes to 
build thousands of miles of railway, in- 
augurate a vast number of industries, 
and populate the province with millions 
of persons without having sat one day 
in parliament, he is presuming vastly 
on the credulity of his audience, und im- 
posing to an amazing extent on their in- 
telligence, His statement about the 
number of farmers he proposes to place 
on farms of 1(10 acres each is a surpris- 
ing instance of how little he has thought 
out the subjects he has undertaken to 
deal with. Accepting the explanation 
his apologist, tho Times, prints last 
evening and that the 2,500,000 farmers 
represent a farming population to be 
divided by 4.

is addressed, although h knows as well 
as anyone that an editor is debarred in 
/irnetise from reiterating the views he 
has expressed. At the Slime time we 
shall take this opportunity of saying 
that the Colonist on no occasion sug- 
gested that the political status of .Brit- 
ish Columbia in respeel to Responsible 
Government was any different from 
that of other provinces. 

He quotes from tho Colonist of August, 
1890, which is proper enough, and we 
do not deny that the quotation applied 
to existing circumstances calls for some 
explanation. The explanation is, that 
the conditions existing now .are very 
different to what they -were iu 1699. 
Wo have said over nnd over ngn,'n that 
the Lieutenant-Governor is justified in 
exerting the prerogative in regard to his 
ministry whenever an emergency exists. 
Such an emergency existed in 1S9<). _\[r. 
Semlin had never completed the execu- 
tive council; u gross and scandalous dis- 
pute had occurred between ministers, 
in the course of which no less a charge 
than forgery was frequently made by 
one against the other; there had been 
an extra sessional caucus of government 
supporters, and the forced resignation of 
one of the ministry and political .uproar 
existed in nil parts of tho province. The 
attention of Eastern Camilla und such 
circles in 'England as pay attention to 
British Columbia affairs had been at- 
tracted to what was In progress here, 
and we were told in so many words that 
the province was not fit for representative 
government. Investors everywhere were 
disturbed, and the outlook seemed al- 
most hopeless unless some decisive ac- 
tion was taken by some one having the 
requisite power.

CANADIAN PIG IRON. 

Its Advent on the Scotch Market— exporta- 
tion of Ore. 

From Glasgow Herald. 

The announcement that steamers have 
been chartered to bring several thousand 
tons of pig Iron from Cape Itreton to Glas- 
gow—In addition to the 30,000 tons or so 
that have already been received here this 
year—gives fresh point to tlm discussion 
on the ore supply, regarding which we 
printed some communication lust Monday. 
These shipments from Canada nre looked 
at very differently from the now consider- 
able parcels which are 'being sent both to 
England and Scotland from Germany. The 
competition of German pig Iron Is of a 
sporadic, not to way spasmodic, character. 
It Is not due to healthy Industrial develop- 
ment In the Fatherland, but to financial 
stress, and It will come to a natural end 
without hurting nny but the ficrmnn pro- 
ductrs, Last vcar the competition of Am- 
erican pig iron was regarded with some 
anxiety, because whilst it was known to 
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mailt.' Iron to this country. It Is partly 
owing tn the absence of the usual Gorman 
demand that Cleveland Iron has sunk to 
lis. per ton under Scotch iron— another 
phenomenon of the year, for which Canada 
must also be held partly accountable. It 
seems as If Canada were destined to control 
the Iron markets In the near future, though 
not the Immediate future. One may live 
to see tie day when Sydney, O. I!., will 
occupy tie place -formerly licid by Glasgow 
as the "hib" or the pig Iron trade. Accord- 
ing to tie Information which has been 
transmitted through the railed States, and 
not contridlcted even by American writers, 
the Cape Itreton furnaces arc how produc- 
ing Iron about 15s. per ton cheaper than 
tile best-oinlpped furnaces at Pittsburg can 
do. Anil the furnaces of Cane Itreton nre 
close tn an Atlantic seaport, which the 
Pittsburg furnaces are not.

The steamer Duke of Fife on her ar- 
rival from tile Orient yesterday morning 
reported having sighted the wreck of 
a three-masted schooner, evidently new- 
ly painted, lying on the shore betwecu 
Cafe Benle and Caruianah. Whilo this 
may be another ship that has idled up 
her bones on the island coast, the gen- 
eral impression is that if was the wreck 
of !tihe three-masted schooner Wsta, 
which has been in that position three 
years, that was seen from the Duke of 
Fife. The Oriental <lner was some dis- 
tant e from the roast anil the weather 
misty iu si«jts when the second officer 
of tile liner leveled his glasses at the 
wreck. The sun was sinning near the 
shore and it may bo that the sunlight 
on the damp bull of the vessel gave her 
the appearance of being newly painted. 
The Vesta was driven weil upon the 
beach with her bowsprit up among the 
trees and she has since been standing 
in a nearly upright position. The Undo 
John, Sarah, Janet Cowan. Atalnuta 
and other wrecks which have occurred 
between Cape Beale and the vicinity of 
Carmauah point have all been broken up 
by the great seas which are hurled with 
tremendous violence on that coast which 
is exposed to the full swell of the Pa- 
cific, but the Vesta has remained stand- 
ing with her masts intact and her hull 
unbroken, where she piled up three or 
four years ago. She lias been sighted 
by incoming steamers on several occa- 
sions and (heir officers have reported 
sighting a wr»ek. Of course it may be 
that another craft has boon thrown on 
the coast by the recent storm, but it 
seems more likely that the old wreck 
lias been again reported. 

The steamer Queen City is due from 
the West Coast today and news will be 
brought by her solving the identity of 
the wreck. The arrival of the Quern 
City is being awaited with interest by 
shipping men for as the gale of last 
Thursday morning was driving in oj 
the West Coast, it is expected that she 
will Tiring news of other marine casual- | 
ties. The 1). G. S. Quadra, which is 
about to go out. of commission lor the 
season is standing by pending the arrival 
of tin- West Coast steamer in case her 
services are needed to rescue shipwreck- 
ed mariners or assist distressed craft. 
Capt. Walbrnn of the Quadra is of the 
opinion that the wreck sighted by the 
Duke of Fife is thai of the schooner 
Vesta. 

WRIEOKACiiE NEAR FLATTERY.. 

From Xeah Ray comes news to the 
effect that a large amount of wreckage 
is being found on the beach south of! 
Cape Flattery, amongst which is a largo 
broken boat, several oars and life pre- 
servers, hatches, broken doors ami a] 
quantity of boards probably belonging 
to the deck bouse of some vessel. Whii'e 
it may be that these finds arc from some 
other craft that lias ,^iet disaster during 
the recent storms, it is not improbable 
that the llotsnni comes from the Ernest 
Reyer, which was partially broken up 
bv the recent gale, or the Mntteawan. 
The 'Walla Walla reached her destina- 
tion on Saturday, lint no word has been 
received yet of the arrival of the Sail 
Mateo at her destination, but the Wel- 
lington, which passed out just prior to 
the gale has been reported. The Wel- 
lington had a rough time during the 
gale. Her cargo of _',:{(10 tons of coal 
shifted and a lifeboat was smashed. The 
Wellington ran into the heavy gale off 
the Washington coast and for iiine hours 
her crew stood by for emergencies. The 
.blow was lirst encountered at '.I p. m. 
on lOhristtnts night and the cargo shifted 
diving the steamer a heavy list to port. 
Seas washed the big collier from stem 
to stern. One roller struck her amid- 
ships, tore aft and knocked the star- 
board lifeboat out of its davits ou the 
Poop, She arrived "I Oakland on Sun- 
day. The steamer City of Puclila which 
arrived on Sunday brought no news of 
the south-bound shipping, and sighted 
no wreckage on her trip up the roast, 
which was not a disagreeable one. 

• .Saint a cla'R'a still -vxi-rr. 

The ship Santa Clara, still fast on 
'IVial island, is daily attracting crowds 
of spectators and camera men are thick 
on the nearby beaches. Since the at- 
tempts to haul the vessel from the rocks 
on Saturday morning, which .failed, the 
ship having fallen over on the n>.-ks 
and punctured a hole in her hull on Fri- 
day night at low water, no further at- 
tempts have been made to tow hex off. 
Yesterday the crew were engaged in 
taking down her yards and lightening 
hrr. Her owners, the Alaska Packers' 



association, are represented in Victoria 
by it. V. Rithet. At present nothing has 
been dono in regard to arranging to 
salve tihe stranded ship, which mauy 
believe can be iloated. It. is -understood, 
though, that the owners are willing 
and anxious 10 make arrangements for 
the salvage of the Santa Clara on the 
"no (aire, no pay" basis, as the ship was 
uninsured. It is not unlikely that local 
wrecking linns will undertake the work 
on these conditions. The Santa Clara 
is still held from end to end by the 
rocks, and even at high water— for the 
tides are neaping daily — she has a bad 
iist to port. At low water she has all 
the appearance of a pictturesque wreck 
lying over on her port beam, a sorrowful 
looking object. 

P.AXKRI'R.VS NARROW ESCATIC. 

The ship Bankburn, which dragged her 
anchors and by dint of good fortune 
brought up near the shore of San Juan 
island by her anchor having caught in 
the crevice of a rock, was towed to Es- 
quimau on Sunday, by the tug Pio- 
neer. It was found that her port an- 
chor was gone and considerable chain. 
IHor starboard chain was badly strained 
and the stock of her anchor was gone. 
It was by good fortune indeed that she 
was saved. for bad not her anchor 
caught as it did in the crevice of a 
rock she must have been driven on the 
rocks of San Juan island near Kanaka 
bay. Tlie mate bad the ship's boats all! 
swung out ready to leave her should tlie 
necessity arise 

A farmer living near the scene says 
this is the third ship which has dragged 
to San Juan in as many years.

ADDRESS TO FARMERS. 

Supplementary Meetings of the Laugley 
Farmers' Institute. 

At the request of file Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture. .Mr. Thomas Cunning- 
ham, of Vancouver, addressed meetings 
of this institute at Biggar's Prairie and 
Oie n Valley on the 20tll and 2ls1 in- 
stant, on the subjects of mixed farming 
and fruit growing ami packing for th" 
market. There were fair audiences in 
spite of the unfavorable state of the 
weather at both places, who listened to 
tlie addresses with market interest, and 
who testified their appreciation of the 
speaker by cordial votes of thanks and 
by tlie accession to tlie membership list: 
of many new members. 

Speaking of fruit fanning, Mr. Cun- 
ningham sale: 'The only hope the fruit 
grower has of being able to compete in 
our own market is to devote the entire 
fertility of orchard land to the support 
of his frees, and in addition to the na- 
tural fertility of the soil, potash and 
lime must be liberally supplied. Abler 
birch and other deciduous trees which 
are abundant should lie used for fuel 
and the ashes carefully stored up during 
tlie winter: this is tlie ordinary practice 
in New Jersey. Delaware ami other 
slates, which have been enriched by fruit 
growing, and the practice is applicable 
to British Columbia." 

And on mixed farming the speaker 
made the following remarks: "Much of 
the failure ol tile settlers is due to lack 
of attention to what may be designated 
small farming, such as raising poultry, 
pigs ami fruit. There is good profit in 
these small things, but very little in 
growing grain and potatoes; the expense 
of marketing the latter or larger articles 
of produce is too gieai for the return... 
A few good cows, a (lock of well-bred 
poultry, and a uny.!! herd of fBcrkshire 
I".;-- vvin afford a good living to an or- 
dinary family , 

"Biggar's Prnirie is a valuable body 
of fertile land, with immense possibil- 
ities once it is thoroughly ■iraincd anil 
tlie soil sweetened by a liberal applica- 
tion of lime. Large areas of such land 
thus reclaimed in tlie Old Country, one 
can hardly estimate its value when pro- 
perly treated; its color absorbs the sun's 
rays and stores tin iu up to give warmth 
to vegetation during the lower temper- 
ature of night. This is one of the se- 
crets of the great fertility of the 'Delta 
and Lulu Nhuid. The temperature of 
the dark soil is several degrees warmer 
than the surrounding atmosphere. Un- 
fortunately lime is scarce ami high- No 
ordinary farmer can afford the present 
price. A irricultural lime can be bought 
in the Old Country for a half a crown 
a cartload, or as much as a single br,t-si 
could draw, and there it was used •with 
immense profit. It would be a great 
boon if something could be done to liavi 
the ICuilli'wiiek limeuTone, of which Then 
is a greal abundance, made available 
for agricultural purposes. There aro 
thousand's of acres or black peuty land 
on Bicgnr's Prairie. Chilliwack and also 
at Sumas (upper ami lower), that can 
be made the most feitile and nrtkfitnblc 
land in British Columbia, if the water 
be taken off and the peat reduced to tine 
black, 'friable soil by the lime treat 
incur.

Gentlemen,— On the 23rd Inst., I had the i 
honor -if submitting to you a design fur a I 
stone bridge proposed to be erected across 
the Arm at Point Ellice. This design was 
based ou tho assurance that tho propel* de- 
partment of the government: of Canada had 
definitely approved a certain design for a 
steel bridge without the usual draw-span. 

My suggestion was for a stone bridge pro- 
viding equal or better facilities for naviga- 
tion than that contemplated by the sup- 
posed to bo approved stool structure. 

From Information I have received I am 
led to think there must be some misunder- 
standing, and that tho matter has never 
boon laid before the propo 
and that no such assent has 
this deviation from the ortglnnl demand— 
thai all bridges over nnvlgablo wnteru 
shall be fitted with an approved draw-span. 

By way of answering the question raised 
in !hi> council, as to whether the covcrn- 
liiont would consent to the proposed stone 
structure, I have forwarded a copy of -my 
design to the Honorable tho Minister of 
■Murine and Fisheries, asking whether he 
would consent to bucIi a stone bridge In 
place of that the government is alleged to 
have approved. 

This seems a simple solution of the mat- 
ter, and may lead to a definite confirmation 
Oi the alleged approved, and It is mani- 
festly bettor to ascertain this for certain 
before lending tho ratepayers to further 
disappointment, and I trust this will com- 
mend itself to the council.

Commission Appointed to Make Investi- 
gation. 

ILoudon, Dec 20. — A royal commission 
lias been appointed to inquire into the 
coal resources of Great Britain. The 
questions to be covered by the commis- 
sion'!) inquiries include the rate of pos- 
sible exhaustion of British coal fields, 
the effect of the export of coal on the 
homo supply, the possibility of a re- 
duction in its cost by cheaper transpor- 
tation, and whether the coal mining in- 
dustry of Great Britain, under the exist- 
ing conditions, is maintaining its com- 
petitive pown with foreign coal fields 
etc. 

The commission is composed of seven- 
teen members, and includes the chairman 
of railroad companies, the heads of big 
colliery companies, prominent engineers 
and geologists. William 'Dnwies-Jack- 
son, iM. P., is chairman of the Great 
Northern Itnilrond company. 

A similar commission was appointed in 
1805, and in 1S71 delivered an opinion 
to the effect that the supply of coal to 
the depth of 4,000 fact was 90,200,000,- 
(XKJ tons. 

It is estimated that during tho 30 
years from US71 to 1900, inclusive, tlie 
British output of coal was 5,205,000,000 
tons, a rate of exhaustion far in ex- 
cess of that assumed by the royal com- 
mission and due to the enormous in- 
creases of exports. If this rate of 
doubling- the output in 30 years be main- 
tained, the end of the present century 
will see the exhaustion of British coal 
dields.

Sir,— From the trend of your article of

MR. BODWELL'S STATEMENT. 

Sir,— In your Impression or December 
20th .1 tiud the following statement: "There 
can be no doubt that two million five hun- 
dred thousand farmers at 100 acres each 
would be 250,000,000 acres, or soiu.'tlilng 
like K!,5uo,ooo acres more than the entire 
acreage of the province as given by nlinsell 
in another part of Ids speech, Optimism 
like this Is unite on a par with the financial 
policy which hi has based on such a 
statistical fabric or arable, or even Inhab- 
itable, laud In the province. How Mr. 
Bodwell arrived at such a remarkable con- 
clusion it is impossible and quite unneces- 
sary to try to determine." 

Let me direct your attention to tin? fact 
that these figures appear to be taken from 
a letter of mine published in [he Times 01" 
February 23rd, 11)01. 

Tlie statement made by Mr. Bodwell Is 
as follows: , 

"Our territory Is 770 miles one way by 
-ISO miles the other. The area in acres Is 
2.'i(!,.Vl-l.(;0O. A portion of that country is 
mineral country, a large portion of It Is 
grazing and pastoral in Its character: and 
there is a considerable area that Is not lit 
for any purposes of settlement, of which 
we now have any Idea. Hut, sir. It lias been 
estimated by those who have the most ex- 
tended knowledge of the country, who 
have been the greatest explorers, and who 
have gathered together what seems to be 
the most accurate data upon the subject, 
that there Is agricultural cultivable land 
in the province of It. C. sufficient to sup- 
port a population of farmers of over two 
and a half millions. 

Now. Mr. Chairman, If we had two and 
one-half millions of farmers, and this upon 
tin- basis that every farm contains 100 
acres, and that every family consists of 
only four persons, etc., etc." 

It Is evident from the foregoing that In 
order to find the number of homesteads, 
houses or farmers, that' their number 12.- 
500,000) as given by the Colonist of Decem- 
ber 20th, must be divided by four, the num- 
ber of persons estimated as a family aver- 
age, because the context, as above quoted, 
shows that the part of Mr. Bodwell's speech 
referred to Is Incapable of being under- 
stood in anv other sense by any Intelllgenl 
person. ' II.

The foregoing figures do not show an 
alarming increase in the exnendltures for 
city schools. Mayor llayward. while giving 
the Increased expenditure, carefully re- 
frained from saj'lng anything about the In- 
creased attendance, necessitating Increased 
accommodation, an Increase of teachers, 
janitors, find, desks anil supplies of all 
kinds: the Increase In teachers alone meant 
an expense of $5,000 yearly. Four years 
ago there were 47 teachers on t'ae staff, to- 
day there are 50. In 1894-5 there was' tin 
average attendance of 1,842.81; tills year It 
has averaged 2,400, an Increase of r.r.7 
Wlll Mr. llayward explain how expendi- 
tures are to be kept at a normal condition 
with an ever increasing attendance? As it 
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mulr, that he allowed the executive conn- ( Is, the cost per pupil has decreased mnterl 
cdl to remain incomplete. Wl.at value is to 
be attached to that argument is for the 
legislature to decide." 
On the 3rd August, 1899, you said* 
"There is no af toruey-genoral. and the 
two most Important portfolios in the cab- 
inet are held by one man. Mr. .Semlln Is 
apparently unable to get a man to accept 
office as attorney-'.jeiieral, or to find any 
one to relieve .Air. Cotton of one of his 
portfolios. It Is clearly the duty of the 
Lieut. -Governor to put an end to tills state 
of things at ouce. We have delayed ex- 
pressing this view because we desired to 
avoid being in too much of a hurry. We 
can Imagine the Lieut. -Governor saying to 
Mr. Semlln something as follows: 'Some 
months ago I consented to the assumption 
by Mr. Cotton of two portfolios, either of 
which Is quite sufficient, for one man. A 
month ago you called upon your attorney- 
general to vacate bis office. You do not 
appear to he able to suggest any one to 
tiike one of Mr. Cotton's portfolios, or to 
find a person willing to become attorney- 
general. Under these circumstance.-; It is 
Idle for you to assume to be In a position 
to carry on the government, and I must ask 
for your resignation.' You proceeded to 
add: "The Iconst Itutfonality of such 11 
course would also be beyond all question, 
for there can be no greater proof of the 
weakness of a government than the Inabil- 
ity of the premier to till all the portfolios." 

If It would have been constitutionally 
right for Mr. Mchmes to dismiss Mr. Sem- 
Iln's government without the interposition 
of the legislature. It were doubly right for 
Sir Henri Joly to dismiss the Dunsmulr 
government without waiting for the House 
to meet. Mr. Semlln did finally till the 
portfolio of attorney-general; his choice 
was approved by the electors of Westmin- 
ster (dry. Mr. Dunsmulr tried to till the 
vacant portfolio of provincial secretary and 
his man was rejected by the very constitu- 
ency that accepted Mr. Semlln's man. At 
tills moment four ministers are administer- 
ing tlie duties of six departments, and every 
effort to fill the cabinet has failed. For 
three months anil a half two vacancies have 
existed and file Victoria constituency has 
remained open. A cabinet minster has In- 
formed the press that the House (which 
ougnt to meet In January), will not be call- 
ed till March and. perhaps, not till May. 
Now. the opposition lias never gone to your 
extremity of demanding thai the Lieut. - 
Governor shall dismiss Tils government 
on grounds that you called on Mr. Melnnes 
to dismiss ids government without waiting 
Tor the House tu meet. Hut thev do claim 
that tin- Victoria election should be held 
off no longer: that the premier should be 
requested to till his cabinet forthwith, and 
that he be required to meet the House *: 
the customary time, early in January. If 
there be anything Improper. Indecenl or 
unconstitutional hi this request, I shall he 
glad to have you point It out. 

Hoping that you will give your readers an 
opportunity to digest these few facts at 
their Sunday breakfast and wishing von 
and yours n hnppy ami prosperous N'ew 
Year.

KLF.CTTUC WIRES. 
Sir,— I notice lu your article on the tires 
which have occurred during the past, week 
at W. S. I'tillilps' and at 1 >. Silencer's 
stores, that you attribute the suniei to 
faulty electric wires. As statements of 
this kind are calculated to do our company 
a Considerable amount of injury. I beg most 
emphatically to contradict your assertion 
and to put before the general public fie 
true facts, all of which will show that In 
neither instance can the loss be blamed to 
crossed or faulty electric wiring. 

In the case of W. S. Phillips' store, the 
lire appears to have been caused by the 
light being left on and the electric globe 
being closely covered with tissue paper to 
act as a shade. Tills Is conclusively proved 
by the fact that the socket and handle are 
badly charred as is also the cord for 11 
distance of some feet from the socket. 
The upper end of the cord and the rosette 
on the celling being absolutely 1 untouched. 
If the fire had been caused by crossed wires 
the rosette would have been blackened 
when the fuse burnt out.' and the insula- 
tion on tile cord would have been burnt 
off from Hie celling to the lamp. As there 
was only a three ampere fuse In the rose- 
otto and that was Intact It Is morally cer- 
tain that the lire commenced at the paper 
shade. Our company do not guarantee that 
paper can be wrapped round a burning 
lamp with safety. 

In connection with the unfortunate disas- 
ter on Saturday night at (David Spencer's 
store. I have It fr'>m Mr. Tliemnn W.-.tscn. 
the chief of the fire department, who Is 
himself a first class electrician, and there- 
fore, especially competent to give an ex- 
pert opinion, that when ho hurst open the 
window tlie fire was coming from the floor 
and not from the celling. He is most pro 
nounood in his opinion that electric wire- 
had absolutely nothing to do with the 
blaze. In that portion of tlie building 
where the lire Is supposed to have origin- 
ated, I.e.. the upholstering department, 
there were a less number of lamps than In 
any other part of the store. 

I think (be severe test put on nil the 
lighting and power connections In the 
city during the storm last Wednesday night 
without the least evil result therefrom. Is 
eloonenl proof that our system Is as safe 
as It Is' possible to make It. 

In further reference to this matter. T wish 
fo make It nnrtletilnrlv plain that all elec- 
tee wiring In the city is done in accordance 
with the citv by-lnws. and is Inspected by 
the city electric wiring Inspector. Tlie hy-. 
to\v io-.vt,los fnj. nil contingencies, and If 
(lie wiring passes the necessary Inspection, 
those using electric light can ivsi assured 
thev lmve. the safest 011 the market at the 
present moment.

lily since 1804-5, being a little over $:i per 
head less tills year than in 1804-5. This 
Increased attendance had to be met by 
many expedients, crowding as many as do 
and 70 pupils Into one room under one 
teacher, a state of affairs the merest tyro 
in educational matters will admit should 
not be permitted to exist for any length of 
time. In Victoria West it has been found 
necessary to rent a room adjacent to the 
school to relieve the overcrowding In that 
quarter. Classes were held at the Central 
school all last term In what was formerly 
used as a playground or shed in wet weath- 
er. It must be pointed out that the sal- 
aries of the teachers on the stair at the 
present time are not as high 011 the whole 
11s when His Worship the Mayor was chair- 
man of that "august body." 

Tile present trustee board and previous 
ones during the last four or live years have 
been struggling with tlie legacy of badly 
constructed, poorly situated, ill ventilated 
and wretchedly planned buildings. Some of 
tin- sites, notably Hillside. Spring Ulilge 
and Victoria West, were evidently selected 
'because they were not good for anything 
else, and consequently good enough for 
schools. Hillside school Is situated on the 
'banks of a picturesque ravine, at one time 
an open drain running through the grounds. 
In wet weather the grounds became a 
regular quagmire and totally 11 11 tit 1 for chil- 
dren to attend the school, necessitating ex- 
tensive repairs, etc. Victoria West school 
Is pleasantly (V) situated on the top of a 
mass of rocks, with sharp declivities to 
the rear and side, which would make an 
excellent toboggan slide, but totally unfit- 
ted for a playground. 'Hie buildings them- 
selves are put up In such a manner a.s to 1.,' 
a source of continued expense for repairs. 
Rock Bay and Kingston street schools, 
wiiile not as bad as the others, are In the 
same category; In fact, thev are as unlike 
school buildings as they are possible to be. 
The group of buildings known as the Cen- 
tral schools, comprising Boys' and Girls' 
graded school and High school, for the bust 
twelve years have been an expense to the 
city amounting to thousands of dollars. 
Only last year the whole interior of the 
Boys' school had to be remodelled. I ni gh! 
go on enumerating many other legacies of 
a like nature that recent boards have lunl 
to carry, and It might be pointed out that 
Mayor Flnyward, ns a member of the trus- 
tee board for fifteen years and chairman 
for ten years, has quite a large share of the 
responsibility for the ever-Increasing ex- 
penditure he speaks of. 

Mayor Hayward dismisses the question 
"f the city superintendent's powers as 
quite unimportant, ami speaks as if this 

quosti night divert attention from move 

Important matters, rs the question so unim- 
portant as he says It Is'.' The city superin- 
tendent has tie- power to govern the city 
schools as he pleases, as far us the repre- 
sentatives of the people are concern, d - 
representatives elected by the same vote 
as the Mayor himself nnd inure thoroughly 
representative than the aldermen. It Is an 
extraordinary condition of nlTalrs that the 

gover nt of the schools should be placed 

In the hands of one man who Is not re- 
sponsible for any nets or his to the trustees 
who employ him at a salary of ifl.800, who 
also acts In the capacity of purchasing 
agent for the hoard, and In whose band the 
fate of every teacher on the stalT is 1. laced. 
I hope (hat this matter and others In con- 
nection with it will not be covered up dur- 
ing the election by an anneal to the rate- 
payers 1111 th.' score of finance. It is nl- 
ways a' popular cry to cut down expendi- 
tures, but then' are (lines when expendi- 
tures are necessary and It Is often truer 
economy to meet them than to postpone 
such for the sake of gaining public favor. 
The ratepayer- will require to face an In- 
creased expenditure for schools In the near 
future. I hone ample onnortunlty will he 
given to Intending 1 candidates for trustees 
to discuss school mntfors. and I would sug- 
gest n publ'c meeting for that purpose as 
soon afier New Year us possible.

tion. It will bear fruit, and come back ten 
fold.

Whereas, tills meeting has been called
